Seftor Navarrete deserves the greatest credit, for having bronglit to Hglit, and 
preserved from destmctioa these invahiable docoments relating to Cohim- 
tms, and the early voyages to the New World. The aceonnt of Ckihimbtis* 
first voyage was taken from his original papers, by the eelebrated Las 
Casas, a eopy of whidi was found in the archives of the Dnke del Infrmtado 
in his band writing. An abstract of it is found in his Historia de hu Indiat 
of whidi three stoat vohunesin foliovadst in MS. In the year 1 833 1 found a 
eopy of this MS. of the first voyage in the library of Luxnriaga, an eminent 
physician of Madrid, deceased a short time before : and was informed by 
oni$ of his risters, that it had been made by herself ^^ the original, which 
had been in the hands of her brother, for safe keeping, daring the time the 
Fircnch were in possession of Madrid, and was afterwards returned to the 
Duke. I made an application to him, through Father Egan, his confessor, 
who informed me that the Duke toas entirely ignorant qfany such work haifin§ 
ever been in his possession. As I knew of no other copy, I considered the 
discovery and acquisition of this MS. as very valuable and important.

An 
2bnerican captain whowas in Madrid at the time ItdSsosvered the MS. re* 
ported OA his retom to the United States, that I had obtained Columbus' 
Original Jcmmal in his own hand tm/tny, and this report was published in 
Boat of the newspapers.

George Waahington Montgomery, was born at Alicant, in Spain, the aon of 
John Montgomery, a citJzeD of tbe United States, who was for many 
yeara a highly respected merchant at that place. After receiving a 
classical education at Eictcr, tn Gogland, he nas for some years employed 
by the Marquis of Casa Ynijo, the Father of the present Duke of Soto- 
mayor, as his privnte secretary He waa afterwards for some lime at- 
tached to the United States Legation, at Madrid ; during nhich period he 
tTBaalated Irving^s Chronicles of the Conquest of Granada^ into very pure 
Spanish, and published Tareas de un Solitario, a coUectian of tales in imi.
